Interviews to determine who would be the 
best candidate to become superintendent of 
Romulus Community Schools began this 
week during a series of special meetings. 

School board members have interviewed 
six of nine finalists for the $150,000 a year job. 
The remaining three will be interviewed 
tonight at the school headquarters building 
on Grant Road. 

Dick Kruse, a spokesman for the district, 
said these interviews are the first of several, 
and that the field of hopefuls will be nar¬ 
rowed as the process progresses. 

“This first interview was a chance for them 
to speak about what they can offer the dis¬ 
trict,” he said “There will be other interviews 
where they will answer specific questions 
from the board and the audience. The public 
is invited to attend all of these interviews - we 
want the process to be open.” 

The district, which hired the Michigan 
Association of School Boards (MASB) to nar¬ 
row the search, received 24 resumes from 
interested applicants. Association representa¬ 
tives narrowed the applications with school 
board members before public interviews 
began, Kruse said.

The candidates are all from Michigan. 
They are: Nancy A Nagle, the director of cur- 
riculum and assessment for Southgate 
Community Schools; Carl Weiss, the deputy 
superintendent of Dearborn Heights District 
7; Sheryl Thomas, the executive director of 
leadership and accountability for Detroit 
Public Schools; Donald Weatherspoon, the 
special assistant to the director of the 
Michigan Department of Corrections; 
Michael Teasdale, the executive director of 
human resources of Huron Valley Schools; 
Deborah Clarke, the superintendent of Buena 
Vista Schools; William Harrison, the superin¬ 
tendent of Madison District Public Schools; 
Sharron Jenkins Norman, the director of cur¬ 
riculum, assessment and professional devel¬ 
opment for Lansing Community Schools and 
Jerri Lynn Williams, the superintendent of 
Westwood Heights Community Schools. 


Harrison, Norman and Williams will be 
interviewed tonight beginning at 6. 

Finding a new superintendent will play 
out until the end of this school year, when Joel 
Carr - the man who has led the district for the 
past six years - will retire. Kruse said the 
board is pleased with the caliber of the appli¬ 
cants. 

“We have a fully-diverse group of appli¬ 
cants, and one non-traditional candidate as 
well,” he said. 

Board Trustee Cheryle Buckley said the 
candidate that wins the job will have to be 
able to able to guide the school academically 
during hard fiscal times. 

“We have a lot of challenges before us, and 
all of the board members on the same page 
about the kind of person we want,” she said. 
“We’d prefer someone with prior superinten¬ 
dent experience. But it’s most important to 
find someone with the kinds of experience in 
budgets that we need.” 

Last year, the district had to stave off a $1 
million budget shortfall by offering teachers 
and administrators a buyout deal. Several top 
administrators and teachers are retiring 
either this year or next year 

The district is hoping a new superinten¬ 
dent will be in place by June at the latest, 
Kruse said.

TVvo administrators in Romulus 
vacated their posts for reasons that 
are still unclear to many city 
employees and elected officials. 

Carl Brooks, the director of 
public works, and Herb Buckley, 
the director of Romulus Parks and 
Recreation, left their posts sud¬ 
denly last week. Brooks retired, 
and Buckley either resigned or 
was released by the city. 

Betsey Krampitz, the chief of 
staff for Mayor Alan Lambert, con¬ 
firmed that Brooks and Buckley 
were no longer employed but 
would not elaborate about the 
departures when contacted 
Tuesday. 

“Because it is a personnel mat¬ 
ter, I can’t offer specifics, but I can 
tell you that Mr. Brooks chose to 
retire,” she said. 

Krampitz said she could not 
comment about Buckley. 

Brooks worked for the city for 
28 years, and Buckley worked for 
the city for seven. 

Buckley’s resignation comes at

Barden pleads guilty, asks to move on

Romulus City Councilman 
John Barden pleaded guilty to 
misdemeanor operating a vehicle 
while impaired last week at the 
30th District Court in Highland 
Park. 

Barden, 57, entered the plea in 


the courtroom of Judge Bridget 
Officer March 15. He will be for¬ 
mally sentenced next month. 

Now that the plea has been 
finalized, Barden - who has 
never been arrested prior to this 
incident - could be fined up to 
$500, placed on probation, or 
required to complete community 
service. 


An executive assistant to 
Wayne County Executive Robert 
Ficano, Barden was elected to 
council last year for a four-year 
term. Barden was arrested by 
Wayne County Sheriff’s deputies 
on northbound Hamilton near 
Grove Street in Highland Park.

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Repeal of Single 
Business Tax proposed

The Michigan House Tax 
Policy Committee voted along 
party lines, 10-8, to start the 
process to repeal the 30-year- 
old Single Business Tax last 
week. 

State Rep. John Stewart (R- 
Plymouth Township) intro¬ 
duced the initiative in an 
attempt to eliminate the tax 
and help spur economic 
growth across the state, he 
said. The repeal would cut 
almost $2 billion from the 
state budget 

The measure now goes to 
the Republican-controlled 
House and Senate, where 
some form of the legislation is 
expected to gain approval by 
both chambers. State officials 
have said they want legislators 
to repeal the tax in the fall of 
next year, which would give 
lawmakers time to find an 
alternative. 

If Gov. Jennifer Granholm 
vetoes the idea, a petition 
would put the proposal back 
before lawmakers, who would 
have 40 days to approve, 
reject or change it. But 
because it would be a citizens’ 
initiative, approval by the 


Legislature this time would 
not require the governor’s sig¬ 
nature. The tax is set to expire 
in 2009. 

Stewart said the initiative 
will help make the Michigan 
be economy more competi¬ 
tive. 

“People are being taxed out 
of their jobs today,” he said. 
“Michigan’s economy will con¬ 
tinue to lag behind the rest of 
the country unless we take 
action and eliminate the worst 
business tax in the country.” 

“For years, and years and 
years, people have said busi¬ 
ness is the backbone of this 
country. Michigan is taxing 
small businesses out of exis¬ 
tence. I think (the tax) should 
be repealed and not replaced 
with anything.” 

State Rep. Glenn Anderson 
(D-Westland) said the legisla¬ 
tion wasn’t a good idea at this 
time. 

“It’s irresponsible to elimi¬ 
nate the business tax without 
replacing it with something 
else,” he said “To just throw it 
out the window and cut about 
$2 billion from the state bud¬ 
get—that’s going to trickle 
down in the form of other cuts. 
It’s going to create a bigger 
problem.” 


Millage renewal will not 
affect rates of homeowners

Administrators in the Van 
Buren Public School District 
want to make certain that resi¬ 
dents know there will be no tax 
increase to homeowners if the 
non-homestead school millage on 
the May 2 ballot is renewed. 

The millage, which would be 
renewed for another five years 
from 2007-2011, will allow the 
school district to continue to levy 
up to the millage rate of 18 mills 
on all property except principal 
residences and qualified agricul¬ 
tural property. It’s required for 
the school district to continue to 


receive the revenue per pupil 
foundation grant, according to 
school officials. 

“It will affect apartment build- 
ings, rental homes, vacation 
properties, some vacant land and 
commercial and industrial prop¬ 
erty,” said Nick Armelagos, dis¬ 
trict director of business. 

Members of the Van Buren 
Public School Board of 
Education added the issue to the 
May 2 ballot recently when they 
determined it is in the best inter¬ 
ests of education to restore the 
five years of mills to be levied to 
the millage originally approved 
by the voters in October of2001. 

“The revenue generated from 


the millage is $2,120 per pupil,” 
said Armelagos. “If voters were 
not to renew the millage, the dis- | 
trict’s foundation allowance 
would drop from $7,383 per pupil ji 
to $5,263 per pupil. It will ensure 
that full per student operational 
dollars that the state authorizes 
under Proposal A.” 

If the millage is not approved, 
the district will lose about $12.5 
million in operating funds on a 
$52 million budget, which is 24 
percent of the total revenue for 
the schools, Armelagos said. 

“There will have to be signifi¬ 
cant program reductions in order 
to balance the budget if it’s not 
passed,” he said.

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State senator introduces funeral protest tail

FUneral services should be off 
limits for protests, according to a 
Senate bill introduced last week. 

State Sen. Ray Basham (D- 
Taylor) is seeking to limit the 
parameters under which protest 
demonstrations can take place at 
military funerals throughout the 
state. The bill would prohibit 
public demonstrations within 500 
feet one hour before, during, and 
one hour after a military funeral 
service, memorial service, wake, 
or procession. 

Violating the proposed law 
would be punishable by 90 days 
in jail and/or a $1,000 fine. 
Subsequent offenses would be 
punishable by 180 days in jail 
and/or a $2,000 fine. 

The catalyst for the legislation 
is the recent protest started by 
the Rev. Fred Phelps of the 


Westboro Baptist Church in 
Topeka, Kan. His congregation 
has made headlines recently for 
organizing protests outside of 
funerals of military personnel 
killed in the Middle East Phelps 
claims the death of U.S. soldiers 
is God's wrath on America 

Basham calls the protests 
•‘unfortunate,” and said legisla¬ 
tion is needed to protect grieving 
families. 

“I can not imagine anything 
more painful for a parent then 
burying a son or daughter who 
has just sacrificed their young 
life in service to our nation,” said 
Basham. “We owe it to these fam¬ 
ilies to allow them to say goodbye 
in peace and dignify.” 

The Westboro congregation 
has traveled to several states to 
protest, and most recently dis¬ 
rupted a funeral in a small town 
in Flint The protests have led to 
confrontations between congre-

gants and grieving family mem¬ 
bers. Basham said. Phelps’ group 
has also organized protests at 
PrideFest an annual gay pride 
event that takes place in Oakland 
County. 

Legally, there is little that can 
be done to stop the protests - 
unless an individual or group 
incites violence - because the 
ability to protest and speak freely 
is guaranteed by the First 
Amendment 

Kari Moss, the executive 


director of the American Civil 
Liberties Union of Michigan, said 
that she has seen the legislation 
and believes it will subvert any 
First Amendment challenges. 

“The bottom line is that local 
governments have the right to 
enact laws that set parameters,” 
she said. “It is narrowly written 
to apply only to military funerals, 
and if it’s broadened at all, it will 
run into the First Amendment” 

Basham said the legislation 
was carefully devised not to ban 
speech itself. 

“While I respect the right of 
Rev. Phelps and others to protest 
I also think our nation has a 
moral responsibility to provide 
these grieving families with some 
degree of peace of mind, he said. 
“I feel my legislation does a good 
job of balancing a citizen’s consti¬ 
tutional right to protest with the 
grieving family’s right to privacy.”

water main breaks have 
occurred on Hunt Street, but 
earmarked the site as a priority 
several months ago.

Plan now - eliminate later 

Members of the state legislature have proposed an early elimina¬ 
tion of the Single Business Tax (SBT) in order to help spur the econo¬ 
my. 

The burdensome tax stifles the business climate, they said, and has 
hindered the economic recovery seen in almost every other state in 
the nation other than Michigan. Proposed legislation would eliminate 
the tax by the end of2007, rather than 2009. 

We agree that this is an ungainly tax, and should be eliminated. 
We’re subject to it, too, and it has hindered more than it has helped. 

As much as we’d like to see it go, we don’t think this is the way to do 
it, though. The elimination of the tax would create a $2 billion hole in 
the state budget and give the legislature only about 700 days to come 
up with a replacement for those funds. 

We don’t have that much confidence in the legislature, sadly. This 
is the same group of people that decries the current term limits 
because the six years representatives serve in Lansing isn’t enough to 
get anything done. Now they’re going to be able to solve this tricky sit¬ 
uation is about two years? This will also be at a time when, thanks to 
term limits, there will be many new legislators in office. 

It’s nice to see that legislators are looking ahead and trying to come 
up with different ways to spur the economy. This will make a large 
enough hole, though, and create so many questions, that we’d like to 
see a plan to replace those funds before we’re comfortable with elimi¬ 
nating this undoubtedly burdensome tax. 

It makes sense to plan for it now and eliminate it later. 

Exhibit some compromise 

As part of the celebration of the 40th anniversary of the City of 
Westland, members of the Friends of the Westland Historical Museum 
had planned a 1960s exhibit at the Westland Historical Museum. 

The event was designed to celebrate the psychedelic decade with 
pop culture items from that time period that would be displayed from 
May to September at the museum on Wayne Road.

The group ran into an unusual roadblock as they planned their 
exhibit: the Westland Historical Commission, whose purpose it is to 
oversee the buildings at the growing historic park and ensure they are 
not adversely impacted by anything that goes on there. Some of the 
details of preparing for the exhibit - where the on-site items would be 
stored in the meantime, how to return the rooms to their historic 
nature afterward - were matters of concern to them. 

Members of the friends said they thought they had covered all the 
bases. They had proposed painting the exhibit rooms and putting up 
wallpaper that would also be reminiscent of the 1960s with the provi¬ 
sion that they would replace it with historic-era paint and wallpaper 
when they were done. 

Commissioners were concerned about that, though, as well as the 
safety of items moved out of the museum during the course of the 
exhibit In the end, the problems proved too difficult to overcome, and 
the exhibit was cancelled.

This was a good chance to showcase 
the park, gather more interest and provide a fun family outing at the 
same time. The historic park has the potential to be quite a unique 
feature in the City of Westland, one of the proverbial jewels in the 
municipal crowns that officials always like to talk about Think about 
it: where else can you find such a facility?

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Sadly, It’s all part of the job 


You run into a lot of awkward moments as an 
editor of a small town newspaper 

The nature of the job dictates that you meet a lot 
of people and the law of averages ensures you’ll be 
on hand if they are ever accused of misconduct 

So it was Tuesday morning when I shared a hall¬ 
way at the 29th District Court in Wayne with Chris 
Sanders, a regular attendee of the Wayne City 
Council meetings. I know him relatively well and 
have talked with him often. He and I exchange 
heckled whispers at the city council proceedings. 

“I’m here for a felony charge,” he said after we 
greeted each other and shook hands. 

“I know,” I said. 

“This isn’t going into the paper, is it?” He wanted 
to know. 

I gave him a sad nod. “It kind of has to,” I 
answered. 

“Why?” 

Well, that’s the question, isn’t it? 

There are obvious answers: It’s my job; it’s a 
serious thing and all that, but I try to put more 
thought into it 

Going to court is a traumatic thing for anybody. 
I’ve talked with police officers, judges, all kinds of 
politicians and yet the few occasions when I’ve had 
to stand in front of a judge on something as minor 
as a traffic ticket have turned my knees to jelly and 
my tongue to oatmeal. It’s an experience I don’t 
want to exacerbate for anybody. 

But let’s face it People in the public eye are 
under more scrutiny than the rest of us. I don’t 
write a story about every police report I read on a 



drunken driver, but if the mayor 
or some other elected official of 
a municipality in our coverage 
area were cited, would that offense become news¬ 
worthy? 

It might depend on the situation, but if so, it’d be 
handled respectfully, not blown out of proportion, 
sensationalized or splashed prominently on a page 
with a huge banner headline. 

Sanders’ case is a little different, both in the 
charge he faces and in his standing in the commu¬ 
nity. He once campaigned for election to the city 
council, often speaks at the meetings and is rela¬ 
tively well-known around town, but is he a public 
figure? 

Probably not 

Then, as a responsible journalist I have to ask 
myself if this were somebody I didn’t know, would I 
still write the story? That answer, sadly, is yes. 

I had this all in my head before he and I shared 
an elevator awkwardness in the court hallway. I 
knew it going in but, as always, I couldn’t quite 
articulate it as well as I wanted to. I did the best I 
could and then offered some advice when he said 
he didn’t want to talk about it 

“It’s often better to say something than nothing 
at all,” I told him. I wasn’t trying to get a comment 
from him that would trip him or make my story 
more salacious. It’s my simple belief that silence 
breeds suspicion. I just think the public is forgiving 
to people who can admit to mistakes or offer an 
explanation for them. I hope that’s the case this 
time, too.

Canton hoopsters fall to St Maiy’s

What was hailed as one of the 
best seasons in Canton basketball 
history came to a halt last 
Thursday night 

A slow start had the Chiefs 
looking behind Orchard Lake St 
Mary’s for most of the Regional 
championship game at host Troy 
Athens High School.
